Goldwater’s two - day swing 
took him through Southern and 
W e s t e r n Ohio. Enthusiastic 
crowds, which officials describ­ 
ed as comparable to many of 
the 1960 turnouts for the Nixon- 
Kennedy campaign, applauded 
the senator’s shafts at President 
Johnson, his Democratic oppon­ 
ent. 
Besides his “soft on commu­ 
nism ” charge, Coldwater chided 
the administration for grabbing 
for excessive power and en­ 
dangering 
individual 
freedom 
and initiative. 
He also drew applause by 
calling for encouragement of 
business and appointment of an 
agriculture

“ knows something about farm ­ 
ing.” 
Earlier Wednesday, in Colum­

Coldwater drew his biggest 
crowds in Toledo, Columbus and 
Dayton Wednesday and in Cin­ 
cinnati the night before at the 
end of his first day of whistle- 
stop campaigning that began in 
Marietta. 
Ohio COP Chairman Ray C. 
Bliss called the Coldwater trip 
a “ stimulant” but declined to 
predict the outcome in the Buck- 
eye State.

The senator asserted Wednes­ 
day that the order put the high 
court “in the business of legis- 
paming,” an action he said was 
outside the authority of the judi­ 
cial branch of government.

a power of the federal govern­ 
ment, merely said so without 
backing it up by any constitu­ 
tional argument or any legal 
argument. 
“This means that the state of 
Ohio, under this decision, no 
longer has the right to appor­ 
tion its own legislature.” 
The Supreme Court decision 
knocked out an Ohio constitu­ 
tional provision allowing each 
county a representative, regard­ 
less of small population, and 
said 
representation 
must 
be. 
based on approximately equal 
population. 
“This is a power that was 
reserved for the states,” Cold­ 
water said. He added that he 
and McCulloch, in line with the 
GOP platform, “feel that this 
power should be returned to the 
states.” 
“Bill McCulloch’s efforts in 
the House of Representatives,” 
the senator continued, 
“have 
been to get legislation passed 
that would delay the action on 
this (court decision) until you, 
the people, through your Con­ 
gress, have a chance to offer 
a constitutional amendment in 
the next Congress.” 
Coldwater explained that und­ 
er 
the 
amendment 
proposal, 
“the people of this country can 
decide for themselves in a legal 
and constitutional way whether 
or not they want the right of 
apportioning their legislatures 
left up to the federal govern­ 
ment or whether they want to 
do it right at home.” 
Approval of such an amend­ 
ment would take from the high 
court any jurisdiction in the ap­ 
portionment of state legislatures, 
it was explained. 
Coldwater said approval of 
the amendment would make it 
a part of the federal constitu­ 
tion and "will tell the courts to 
stop meddling” in the affairs of 
all the states. 
“So I say to you, thank God 
for Bill McCulloch,” Coldwater 
said.

Lunar vehicles and the 1965 model 
automobiles now being unveiled might 
seem to have little in common, but the 
earth instrument of mobility is becom­ 
ing more like its space counterpart. 
In the years ahead, the similarity may 
become striking. 
The comparison has nothing to do 
with speed or appearance, but with the 
materials from which the vehicles are 
made. Space age materials are open­ 
ing a new world of industrial potential, 
and nowhere is it more promising than 
in the vehicular field. Consider t h i s 
dream car of the future: 
Powered by solar batteries, the ve­ 
hicle produces neither noise nor fumes 
and costs almost nothing to operate. It 
is made of a collapsible combination of 
plastic and metal which absorbs even 
the most severe shock without damage. 
It is covered by a paint which changes 
color at the will of the owner, making 
possible not only a limitless decora­ 
tion scheme but colors which will eith­ 
er induce or repel heat with the sea­ 
son.

Some are not made available for se­ 
curity reasons, others are so far re­ 
moved from contemporary application 
it will require years for industry to 
evolve a practical application for them. 
But the overriding obstacle is cost.

NASA 
is really proving in its moon project is 
that anything is possible if one is will­ 
ing to pay the cost. Industry cannot 
engage in such fiscal recklessness.

U.S. Moves 
To Conserve 
Gold Reserve 


WASHINGTON CAP) 
—The 
United States has announced 
that it is drawing an additional 
$100 million from the Interna- 
.tional Monetary Fund. 
The 
drawings, 
which 
have 
been used to conserve U.S. gold 
reserves, now total $400 million. 
The United States draws from 
the fund in currencies of other 
nations and then swaps them in 
a manner that prevents foreign 
governments from cashing in 
their dollar holdings for gold. 
Secretary 
of

Treasury 
Douglas Dillon said the latest 
drawing will be in the curren­ 
cies of Germany and the Neth­ 
erlands. 
There is no interest on the 
. drawing but the fund levies a 
service charge of a half of one 
per cent. 
• The drawing is linked to a $50- 
million repayment to the fund 
“ by Canada. 
Dillon 
recently 
announced 
that U.S. gold reserves had 
■" shown a year-to-year increase 
- ' at the end of August for the first 
time since 1957. 
The fund tries to maintain a 
' balance 
of 
currencies 
from 
major countries and under its 
rules nations cannot make re­ 
payments in the form of dollars 
at the present time. 
In these circumstances, Cana­ 
da normally would swap $50 
'million of her U.S. dollar hold­ 
ings to this country for gold and 
make its repayment to the fund 
in gold. 
In order to prevent this, the 
United States will draw curren­ 
cies of Germany and the Neth­ 
erlands from tile fund and swap 
them to Canada so the Canadi­ 
ans can make their repayment 
to the fund in those currencies.

Get the jump on the seasons 
by planting h a r d y annuals in * 
November. This is the sound ad­ 
vice handed out in 
an 
article 
published in the October issue of 
a floral magazine. 
According to this article, all 
plants native to this area are 
in the hardy annual category. 
Named in the article are Shir­ 
ley Poppies, Nicotiana, Nier- 
e m b e r g i a (Purple Robe), 
Cornflowers, Calliopsis, Lark­ 
spur, Nigella 
and California 
Poppies. 
However, if you recall other 
annuals that self - seed for you, 
these are also hardy annuals. 
Just t h i n k back and rem em ­ 
ber the plants like Bells of Ire­ 
land and Cleome and Celosia 
that come up by the thousands 
in volunteer colonies. 
Include these in your list of 
hardy annuals. Sow in lure Octo­ 
ber and reap an early harvest of 
flowers in the spring.

ALL OF US have packets of 
annuals that we neglected to sow 
last May. 
Get them out 
and 
sow them just before the winter 
weather starts. 
Germination may not be IOO 
per cent on a c c o u n t of birds 
who will snitch the seeds if they 
can find them.
